Allowance of the divisional date 

1 . Your request that this application be treated as having been filed on 23 February 
2000, which is the same date of filing as your earlier application number GB0004282.0, 
has been allowed. 

Basis of the examination 

2. My examination has taken account of the amendments filed with your agent's letter 
of 15 May 2003. 



3. The invention as defined in claims 1-24 is not new because it has already been 
disclosed in the following documents:

GB 2380213 A (Shell)* 

4. No amendment of your claims will be needed in respect of the document marked * 
if you can show that the priority date of your invention is not later than the priority date of 
the relevant disclosure in that document. 

5. The documents show methods joining tubulars where a mandrel is pressurised and a 
tubular is extruded off the mandrel into contact with another tubular. The features of the 
appendant claims also seem to have been disclosed. 

Clarity and consistency 

6. The statements of invention following "Summary of the Invention" should be 
brought into agreement with the claims. Particular consideration should be given to phrases 
which describe embodiments or aspects of the invention, which do not relate to the 
invention as claimed. 

7. Pages 10-12 requir amendment to make them consistent with the claims. 

8. Throughout the description, amendment is required to phrases which describe

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embodiments, aspects, methods or apparatus of the invention, which do not relate to the 
invention as claimed. The amendments should make it clear which part of the description 
actually relates to the invention being claimed. 

9. The final sentence on page 238 is of indeterminate scope and should be deleted. 
Non-metric units 

10. Throughout the application, the equivalent metric values should be given alongside 
the non-metric values. Alternatively you may wish to include an additional page showing 
the equivalent metric values, rather than making amendments throughout the description, 
however metric values should be provided alongside the non-metric values in the 
claims. 

Registered Trade Marks 

11. Although ihey should preferably be avoided, if you wish to keep the references to 
the Registered Trade Marks "Super Seal, Halliburton, Lubriplate, Cameron, Breda, 
Tenon, Petroline" you should acknowledge that they are Registered Trade Marks, possibly 
by using the abbreviation "(HTM)". If you do not insert an acknowledgment, I will do so 
in manuscript. You may, if you wish, include an additional page acknowledging said 
Trade Marks which would negate the need to acknowledge the Trade Marks 
individually throughout the description.
